DOCTOR WARNS AC A INST FAKE CURES 
FOR DEAFNESS.

I Chronic defect in hearing may be 
Produced by a variety of changes in 
[the organ of hearing. An individual 
"lay be born with the defect or it 
"lay be acquired through diseases of 
"ie ear. 

One who is born with a defect in 
"earing has this because of some 
developmental anomaly and in most 
"f these cases the defect in hearing 
Has this because of the process can- 
"<»t be inllttenced by treatment.

or throat disease. These cases of 
chronic, progressive deafness, are 
not influenced by local treatment 
Applied, either to the ears or the 
nose or throat, but nre often in¬ 
fluenced, by conditions of general 
health. 

Such treatments consist at times 
of elaborate mechanical devices, 
developed by manufacturers who do 
not appreciate that the treating of 
such cases cannot be expected to 
nfluence the hearing, because the 
changes are permanent, degenera¬ 
tive changes. It would be just as 
logical to treat a hand that has been 
amputated as it would be to in¬ 
fluence by local mechanical mea¬ 
sures a defect in the hearing in 
these patients. — Chicago Herald- 
Examiner. 


In order that one may be able to 
Hear, two mechanisms must be func¬ 
tioning. In the first place, sound 
'"ipulses from the outer air must be 
*aken up and conducted to the en¬ 
dings of the auditory nerve in the 
internal ear. In the second place, 
•n order to hear, it is necessary tliut 
this nerve be functioning. 

Defects in the hearing, therefore, 
c an be produced in only two ways. 

The first is through interference 
"nth the conduction of sound waves 
° r iginatiug in the outer air on their 
n^ay to tlie nerve of hearing, and 
s econdly, some alteration in the 
nerve which renders it incapable of 
responding to impulses. 

The only cases of deafness which 
w e are able to influence by treat- 
|"ent, are those where the cause lies 
some obstruction to sound im¬ 
pulses, for when the nerve of hear¬ 
ing itself is involved there is no 
s nceessful treatment. 

Childhood is the most precarious, 
Period of all. Conditions develop 
' v hich destroy the nerve of hearing 
° r which interfere with the sound 
'vaves reaching the nerve, namely, 
conduction deafness. 

The latter conditions frequently, 
result from alterations which are 
temporary and produce a defect in 
the hearing from which the patient 
recovers. 

Acute infections which involve 
the ear usually run their course 
Without leaving permanent inpair- 

"lent. 

The most common childhood 
Condition affecting the hearing is 
Produced by enlargement of the ade¬ 
noids, which we term catarrh of the 
tube, because of the swelling and 
closing of the Kustacian tube. 

This is rarely the cause for jrer- 
"lanent impairment of hearing. 
Many adult persons owe their de¬ 
lects to disaster in childhood, but 
•ttch defects are rarely progressive 
>n character. The injury left in 
childhood usually remains through 
out life with little alteration. 


DISEASE IN ADULTS 

The progressive forms deafness, 
Which develop in adult life nre de¬ 
pendent in their development upon 
hereditary predisposition. The 
condition which could properly be 
termed chronic, progressive deaf¬ 
ness, is, with few exceptions, 
‘lisease of adult, life and in the enrly 
I'tages produces its defect in hear 
*ng through an obstruction to sound 
condition. 

It is a condition independent of 
the various types of childhood Iron 
hie and has nothing to do with nose
